The impudency of the Damſels mother p temp-

thꝛyce woe be to them that are made the inſtruments 
of Gods wꝛath, and vnhappy are they by whom God 
layeth his crofſe vpon his childzen,eyther gently to c62- 
Awomans im- Fed the'g1,02 mildly to try them. What impudency was 
pudency. that of the mother in the Goſpell, to demaund of Chꝛiſt 
that her two ſons might ſit in his kingdom, the one vp 

on his right hand, the other on bis left. No leffe redicu⸗ 

lous then that, was a pꝛophane poynt of Ariſtodemus, 
Aritodemus to Whom when the king Antigonus aduaunced to bygh 
Antigonus, P2eferment of his counſcll , being but a baſe Cokes 
ſonne, hee ſhamed not but impudently perſwaded hym

Princes are vize.. the Uizegerents of God, would punich ſuch impudent

ther immodeſt impudencp, pet lo currantly can they 
carry 
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carry it away, that he with his Net as expert as them- 
ſelues,is counted but a ſhepe,a ſimple ſot, and a playne he ,js;n of 
Innocent. But on the contrary,he that can ſette vpon Players. 
eche vice a face of bꝛaſſe, t with his countenaunce beare 
out the matter,that is the fellow can do all,and he it ts 
that ſhalbe counted the modeſt audacious man. 

With what tyzannp doth vice then hold poſſeſſion of 
theſe mens harts, when thep2 epes are ſo obſtinatlie 
blinded that they decerne not god from bad, but head⸗ 1 Gagu- 
long runne into they2 owne deſtruction, called miſcht- ler an. 
nous exerciſes honeſt recreations: when ſuch it is as | 
pꝛeſenteth murders,miſchiefes, adulferyes, ingraft- 
fnde,idlencs,difſenfion,umpudenctc, and all kynde of 
villany,that epther can be thought vpon oꝛ pꝛactiſed in 
a Common wealth, I wilh theſe men not to ſoth them 
ſelues in thep2 folly , but to repent in time. This 
Maſke thus ended, wyth vilardes acco2dingly appoin⸗ 
ted, there were certaine petty fellows ready, as p cus The Torch 
ſfome is in Maſkes, to carry Toꝛches, to inflame the becarcrs. 
harts, and inkindle they2 mindes to contende with ver- 
tue, and wholy to be guided and lighted by vice. Whoſe 
names are theſe, Unthꝛittines, Deceitfull diligence, Vt i5<Y are 
Decrete hate, Jnſolent contempt, Wallice, and Make⸗ 
bate, whoſe viſards are theſe, an honeſt minde , good 
buſbandzy, a humble hart, god regard, temperaunce, 
and contempt of the woꝛld, whoſe Toꝛches as J ſapde, Theyr Torches 
are the fireb2ands of ſathan, to conduct menne to hell, ehe firebrads 
whoſe way is plaine and bꝛoad, without let oꝛ hinde⸗ hn. 
raunce, Not one of theſe Toꝛch bearers but are as wel 
knowne amongſt Player-,and thep2 vices put in dꝛe, 
to make theyꝛ pꝛactiſe known, as wel as ſathan know- 
eth his owne, and can cull out theſe Mates which are 
vnder the copaſe of his regiment: This pleaſing Maſk 
being thus pzepared, with a few woꝛds apuen them in 
charge from their maſter Belzebub, thither were they 8e e es.

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gift. Whether when they were come, with enferfaine- 
ment no lefTe pompous then the mariage was ſolemni⸗ 
zed. Faſtus, to the intent his education might appeare 
coꝛreſpondent to his comely perſon, welcommedthem : 
The Oration of Wyth theſe woꝛdes. This curteous fauo2, renowned 
Faſtus. ſeruaunts to our mighty Ring, ſent from him, wozketh 
a meancs to redouble » fozmer duety which we oughte 
him, and although the vnwoꝛthines of our eſtate, could 
not admit the pꝛeſence of his perſon, pet doth our barts 
ſo much honoꝛ him (whoſe power is great) that we cõ⸗ 
tinuallp with vehemenep of ſpirit, call vpon his name. 
Neither as inſtice wplled, hitherto hath wanted any 
thing that might pleaſure vs, oꝛ gloꝛiũie the worthy ti⸗ 
tle of hys dignitie. But at thys inſtant, conſidering the 
generall iop, that wee and our ſeruaunts haue receiued 
by the lweete contentation, and ſolemnizing ol the ma⸗ 
riage betweene my Lady, and mee, my god Lo2de hath 
herein amplified my foꝛmer reuerence, and {harpencd 
in my minde a deeper deſire to p2ocede in hys obedi⸗ 
ence, then heretofoze hach euer beene inſerted in my 
hart. Certify him therfo2e-J pꝛap at pour returne, that 
wherein duety may gratiñie oꝛ requite thys large bene⸗ 
fite and kauour, it halbe extended to the higheſt degree. 
Thereloze, foꝛ the lone J beare vou, ſent fro my Loꝛde, 
you are hartily welcome to my Caſtle of K-i>-e-+44 Al⸗ 
ter he had ended his ſperch, his Lady Luxuiia, ſpake as 
followeth.

After theſe ſeurrall Oꝛations were ended, a ſad Th. icke! by 
daine iop was ſtriken in the harts of the beholders,as in gane. 
well by reaſon of theſe ſpeeches,as to view the manner 
of the Baſie, wherein they receyued ſuch contentation 
by how much moꝛe it came vnloked ſoꝛ, that they were 
almoſt dꝛyuen into ancrtaſie , ſuch was the ioy they 
tonceiued thereof. When Faſtus and Luxuria,and the - 
reſt of the company hadde well recreated they2 minds 
with dauncing and diſpozting amongſt theſe Palkers 
beholding them at large (whole cuſtome was not to 
ſpeake) they commaunded them to be ledde into p Dall x 
of Piſerp. and there to be feaſted with delicate dyſhes, 1 lsa 8 
of continua! vexation, guilty tonſtience, woꝛlds of woe, e.

Why then ſhorld the na- Faigned colours, 
ture of man be ſo blinded with erroꝛ; as to runne deſ⸗ 
perately inta the damnable ſincke of ſtance , (02 as thep 
terme it) in ſeeking to expeil ffe milchiefe of Melan- 
cholp, do runne into a thouſand miſcrycs, and what ſo- 
euer he be that feeleth btinſclfe ſurpꝛiſed with thys 
paſſion, ſhall ind that pleaſure doth increaſe the ſame, 
and Playes rather cnflame the fury therof, the quench + 
the flame by anp reſt. But whatſocucr he be that fre- 
leth fhys paſſion or nelancho!y,to haue faſt holde of his

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bart, ſhall by no meanes ſooner expell the ſame, then 
by reading of the Scriptures, conferring the mercyes 
of God wyth his ſinkull ſoule,and by firing ſtill befoze 
his eyes, the bitternes of that paſſion of Chꝛiſt, endu⸗ 
red foz vs, who was bounde to ſette vs free from ſa⸗ 
than, ſcourged to ridde vs from ſtrypes, derided to de⸗ 
liuer vs from the ſtoꝛne of the deuill, crowned wyth 
thoznes to glozifp vs with a crowne of maieſtie, and ſi⸗ 
nally fo2 vs, ſhed his moſt pꝛecious bloode, pea fo2 bs 


vnwoꝛthy wzetches that rather flye to vanities to vn-
